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Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 11-28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders obvious all the limitations in 
independent claim 1 1 . Specifically the combination of an electronic memory component 
comprising: 

a receiving substrate, wherein the receiving substrate is doped; 

a memory cell matrix embedded in the receiving substrate; 

a top/protective substrate to at least partially surround the receiving substrate on 
at least one side of the receiving substrate remote from the memory cell matrix, wherein 
the top/protective substrate is doped opposite to the receiving substrate; and 

a circuit arrangement in contact with at least one substrate of the receiving 
substrate and the top/protective substrate for detection of a voltage or a current from the 
at least one substrate of the receiving substrate and the too/protective substrate, other 
than from a dedicated light sensor circuit component, in response to generation of 
charge carriers in the at least one substrate upon light incidence on the electronic 
memory component.
